To Appeal to the World. 


The members of the Board of Trustees of 
the Tabernacle met at the residence of Dr. 
Talmage tonight. The following letter was 
prepared, signed by the members of the board 
and presented to Dr. Talmage: 

With saddened hearts, but undismayed and 
with faith in God unshaken and undisturbed, the 
trustees of the Brooklyn Tabernacle have unani- 
mously resolved to rebuild the Tabernacle. We 
find that after paying present indebtedness there 
will be nothing left to begin with, but if we 
can feel sure that our dear pastor will 
continue to break the bread of life to ns and to 
the great multitufes that are accustomed to 
throng the Tabernacle, we are willing to under- 
take the work, firmly believing that we can safely 
count upon the blessing of God and the practical 
sympathy of all Christian people. Will you 
kindly give us the encouragement of your promise 
to serve the Tabernacle as its pastor if we will 
dedicate a new building, free from debt, to the 
honor, glory, and service of God. 

Dr. Talmage sent this reply : 

Having buried the dead, baptized the infants, 
and married the young people of this congrega- 
tion, my heart is with them. 
serve them than any other people on the face of 
the earth. I will then accede to your request. 

Acting upon this promise Trustees Matthews 
and Dimon were appointed a committee to 
look for temporary accommodations for the 
congregation. A secret conference was then 
held, after which it was announced a large 
sum of money was pledged toward the erec- 
tion of a new Tabernacle. Trustee Leonard 
R. Moody made the announcement that the 
people of the whole world would be appealed 
to for financial aid in carrying out the pro- 
posed plan of rebuilding the Tabernacle. 

Dr. Talmage was in the heart of the fire and 
gives this statement: 

“At the close of the church service I was 
standing at the foot of the pulpit, shaking 
hands with hundreds of people from all lands. 
I was about through and walked towari the 
center of the ehurch, where my wife stood, 
when she called my attention io fire spring- 
ing out from the top of the organ. I saw at 
once that it was under full headway, and my 
first impulse was to look around and see how 
many;people were then in the house, and, to 
my great joy, there were only about twenty, 
and with twenty-five doors to get out through 
I feit that they would all escape. I then went 


under the blazing piping, to get my hat and 
coat, and then I said to myself, Is it manly to 
run off? 


Talmage Nearly Left in the Flames. 


** 1 walked up and down my study-room re- 
joicing that the fire had occurred when there 
was no chance ofa fatality. While in this 
sort of brown study a New York friend rushed 
into the room and taking my arm said, ‘Get 
out of this room immediately or you'll not 
get out at all.” We went out into the church. 
One-half of the organ was down and the fire 
had leaped to'the roof. I saw that nothing 
could save the building and I came out.”’ 

The tears were ceursing down the doctor’s 
cheek and his voice broke as he told the #tory, 
but in an instant he.spoke with his old vigor. 

** There is mercy on top of the disaster. If 
it had occurred half an hour before it. would 
have been the calamity of the century. \The 
church and all the rooms adjoining ,were 
packed with people and%he panic would have 
left the whole scene one of indescribable hor- 
ror. Or if it had occurred two or 
three hours later when the Sunday- 
,school was in session there would have 
been 1,000 households bereft in Brooklyn. 
Personally I feel not the least item of dis- 
heartment, nor less faith in God, nor less of 
hope for the future. Our church has been 
burned three times and it has always occurred 
ona Sunday. It is a mystery that I adjourn 
till the next world shall let us know.”’ 

Caused by Electric Lights. 

When asked for his own opinion as to the 
cause of the fire he said emphatically: ‘* Elec- 
trie lights; electricity caused this fire, as it 
did in the last tabernacle on Schermerhorn 
street.”’ 

Continuing, Dr. Talmage said: ‘‘ The fire 
may change my entire program, and I don’t 
think I will start on .my trip around the 
world, as I intended tomorrow night. I do 
not know, however, what I shall do.” 

Mrs: Taimage tells the following story of 
the fire: ‘** The doctor was still on the pulpit, 
shaking hands with the people, of whom there 
were nearly a hundred, probably, left. His 
back was to the organ. I was standing up at 
the end of the pew, talking with Mr. Martin 
of Chicago, who wanted to see the doctor, 
with messages from friends in that city. I 
looked up towards the ceiling and saw a 
tongue of flame burst out between the 
pipes of the orgdn. I at once called aloud 
* Doctor, the’ church is on fire.’ He turned 
and told all the people to retire, while he went 
into the study to geta few things. I waited 
for him at the door. The flames spread very 
rapidly, so quickly that some of the trustees 
were overcome and had to be helped out. The 
doctor joined me soon afterward and we went 
down to Lafayette avenue to a friend’s, where 
we remained until we coulda hear that friends 
in the Regent were out of danger and what 
prospect there was of saving any of the 
church.’ ” 

‘The loss on the church is about $500,000 

The furniture in the hotel, which cost from 
$200,000 to $250,000, is entirely destroyed, 
the total loss on the building and its contents 
footing up in the neighborhood of $850,000. 
The loss falls upon the Brooklyn Hotel com- 
pany.

CHIDED BY A PASTOR. 


PULLMAN EMPLOYES ARE ORITIOISED 
BY THE REV. MR. OGGEL. 


He Tells an Audiente at the “ Green Stone” 
Chureh That Half a Loaf Is Better than 
No Bread, and That the Strikers Were 
Getting Two-Thirds=Sunday Passed 
Wuletiy at the Works<Chairiman Heath- 
cote States the Grievances of the Men 
Who Went Out. 

Absolute quiet reigned in Pullman and 
Kensington yesterday both day and night. 
Not a striker was to be seen in Pullman. In 
Kensington the doors of the strikers’ hegd- 
quarters were tightly locked. Half a dozen 
men loitered around the entrance. The sa- 
loons were deserted and very few men were 
to be seen in the streets. Chairman Heath- 
cote did not leave home until night, and then 
he only went to headquarters to seeif any 
message had arrived from Howard. 

At ‘night several hundred of the men at- 
tended divine service at the ‘‘ Green Stone ”’ 
,Church and heard words of reproof and warn- 
ing from the pulpit. They were told by their 
pastor that one-half a loaf was better than no 
bread and that they had been getting two- 
thirds. Taking the golden rule as his text the 
Rev. Mr. Oggel said in part: 

‘* Every man, no matter how humble the 
position he may fill, is entitled to the applica- 
tion of the golden rule. Yet capital and labor 
are drifting wider Jand wider apart instead of 
coming closer together as they should. 
Strikes in nine cases out of ten injure the em- 
ployé far more than the employer. 


To Repent at Leisure. 

**T denlore the strike in our midst last week 
because there is a maxim that half a loaf is 
better than no bread, and in my judgment the 
employés were getting two-thirds of a loaf. 
According to the official statement the men 
were recciving on an average $1.87 a day, 
and an average of yearly earnings of $600. 
I was standing in the arcade one day last week 
when a workman asked me:

been correctly informed the _ strike 
was precipitated by outsiders when 
everything possible was doing to adjust the 
grievances. The men, lam told, had no idea 
of striking when they went to work in the 
morning. Honorable means,had not been 
exhausted for the settlement of the differ- 
ences. Every one of the legitimate condi- 
tions to warrant a strike is wanting. That 
there are legitimate grievances against some 
of the foremen I presume to be true, But 
the point I make from ar impartial stand- 
point is that there was nothing of) sufficient 
force to warrant this strike at this particular 
time, and because of this I fear there is 
nothing to arouse public sympathy. Ii have been 
here during two pastorates and have as a 
laborer shared with you in the ‘reduction of 
wages. My salary has been reduced one-tifth, 
ard this through no lack of willingness on 
your part to make it what it was before, but 
siniply because of the hard times; and yet I 
have labored cheerfully and willingly, with 
no thought of striking. You should have 
paused to consider. The Savior has said that 
no man buildeth a house before he has con- 
sidered the cost. One should not throw away 
dirty water until he has secured some clean. 

Should Be a Reasonable Hope. 

‘* No strike for higher wages should be tin- 
dertaken without reasonable hope of success, 
and I would now ask this practical question: 
Is there any reasonable hope of securing 
what is demanaed?. If | so, I do not see on 
what it is founded. My sympathies are with 
you. No one would rejoice more than my- 
self to see the scale of 1893 restored; no one 
would rejoice more than I to see the Pullman 
Palace Car company reduce the rents, But 


| this is not a matter of sentiment but of busi- 


In view of the depression and in view 
of the statemetits of the officers of the 
com pany any hope for higher 
wages is~ doomed to disappointment. 
Therefore I deplore this strike. There is no 
industrial community in the world where men 
can do better than here, particularly at this 
time. Ifa man thinks he can better himself 
by going elsewhere, there is no law to compel 
him to stay here. I regret this strike and I 
say it as a man jn profoundest sympathy 
with the people of Pullman, I can only hope 
the outcome will be more satisfactory than I 
anticipate.”

HEATHCOTE TELLS THE GRIEVANCES. 


ness. 


He Says He Doesn’t Believe the Company 
Understands the Situation. 

Thomas W. Heathcote, Chairman of the 
Strike committee of the Pullman employés, 
gave for the first time yesterday a lucid state- 
ment of the grievances of the workmen. 

**Ido not believe the Pullman company 
wants things run as they are,’”’ said he, ** and 
I believe if the company had understood 
it would not have permitted the practices ° of 
which we complain. The matter resolves 
itself into a question of pay, but the bosses, 
strange to say, are in a laige degree responsi- 
ble for the low wages paid. That you may 
understand more clearly let me first tell how 
a car is built. 

‘* In the first place a gang of men set up the 
bottom. Thatis one job, Second, the body- 
builders put up the studding and inclose the 
car except the roof. Third, the roof plank- 
ing is put on. Fourth, the inside fin- 
ishers fit the doors and window sash 
and put up all partitions. Fifth, the 
trimmers hang the doors, put springs on the 
windows, put up hatracks, bell-cord hangers, 
brass finishings, and weather strips on the 
windows. Sixth, the tin or cloth roof is put 
on. Seventh, sheet-iron workers put in 
the sheet iron around the stoves, 
Eighth, the steamftitters put in steam 
pipes. Ninth, the platform men build the 
platforms. Tenth, the trick builders build 
the trucks. Eleventh, another gang jack up 
the cars and put the trucks under. Twelfth.a 
gang bores all holes for the steamtitters. Thir- 
teenth, the furring (putting extra thicknesses 
of wood where needed in the wall or roof for

You may notify an inspector you are ready, 
tut he will not come until he gets a good 
ready, which may not be for a half day, so 
the whole gang is idle for a half day fur which 
Theh when you get 
ready for a uew job the straw boss may 
keep you. Indeedit is a common practice 
to keep men waiting for an hour or two 
hours. Now, an hour for a gaug of four 
men is four hours’ work, As the price is 


figured at 19 or 20 cents an hour for ex- 


pert men, and as all are not expert it is 


simply an impossibility to make up time so as 
to earn even the 19 cente an hour after losing 
these four hours. The company makes us 
stand the loss in -such a ease. The straw 
bosses being ambitious to advance them- 
selves frequently try to improve on the speci- 
‘fications by. making changes. Now, 
it takes time to a3 work over 
again, and, while the bosses do 
not pretend we are at fault, they simply com- 
pel us to do this extra work for nothing. be- 
cause we get no pay until the job is com. 
pleted. If the change is an important one 
the boss will give us one hour fora job that 
requires three hours’ work, and we 
have no _ redress. We have _to 
haggle and beg to get any _ extra 
time allowed for making changeg. This is 
most annoying to have to beg for pay after it 
is earned. if we do try to get wrongs of this 
sort remedied we are sent from one foreman 
to another, thus losing a great deal of time 
so that, even if we were to gain our point, 
which is not at all likely, we lose in the end. 
‘‘ Brown, the general manager, thinks 20 
cents an hour is enough for any mechanic, 
and he has given orders if an expert man suc- 
ceed in making more than 20 cents an hour 
to cut his pay down to that figure. | 
know personally of cases where a gang of 
good men could not make more than four 
cents an hour in building the Lake street

Will Protect Company's Property. 


‘* But we are going to protect the property 
of the company with our lives, if necessary. 
We have 100 men. patrolling the _ vi- 
cinity day ‘and night. If a _ stranger 
goes peat he is followed until his 
business is found out. Weare not afraid of 
our own men, but we are afraid of toughs 
from the city, who may take advantage of the 
strike. Weshall make no effort to prevent 
the company putting new men at work if it 
wishes to. 

‘We are already confronted with the ne- 
cessity of making immediate provision for 
the men out of: work. Many have been earn- 
ing such small pay for a long time that they 
are already in want. Tomorrow the committee 
will consider means of relieving’ the 
distress. We expect wholesale evictions to 
come soon. This city may be fair to look at 
from the outside, but once inside the 
case is different. The house I lived 
in before I moved into this was not 
painted for six years. I could not 
stand it sol moved. This house isnot so bad, 
for it was painted three years ago. They 
‘have calcimed two or three ceilings, but that 
is ail. I had several bushels of dirt to remove 
from the cellar and quantities of 
rubbish to remove from the back yard. 
The plumbing was in bad _ condition 
and the woodwork around the kigchen sink 
was rotten. They putin new woodwork and 
painted it, but would not paint the old door. 
Yet my house is much better than many 
others. You can begin to see something of 
the causes of dissatisfaction with the high 
rents. I pay $17.71 a month for my house 
of five roonis,”’ 


HOWARD, LEADER OF THE STRIKE, 


He is One of the Best Posted Railway 
Men in the Country, 

George W. Howard. Vice-President of the 
American Railway: Union, who has charge for 
his organization of the strike of the 4,000 
employés of the Pullman car works, bas sud- 
denly become of considerable interest to the 
people of Pullman and to hundreds 
in Chicago affected ty the strike. 
Howard is one of the best known 
railroad men in the country. Aged about 
48 he has spent the last thirty years in rail. 
way work, filling almost every position in the 
train service. He has been a clerk, shop 
man, yard master, brakeman, conductor, en- 
gineer, and division superintendent. He has 
been alwaysan active union man. He was 
the first Grand’ Chief of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, which he organized at the sug- 
gestion of Grand Chief Arthur of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, and was 
léng identified with it. e is one of the 
best posted men in the employés’ side of the 
railway world, has a marvelous memory for 
details, and is a rapid, magnetic talker, Be- 
cause of his enthusiastic manner he is a suc- 
cessful organizer. Eugene V. Debs, President 
of the Union, will reach Chicago today to 
confer with Howard.

MOB LYNCHES MURDERER GEORGE ROSE. 


Taken from Jail at Cottonwood Falls, Kas., 
and Hanged to a Bridge. 

~ Strrone Crry, Kas., May 13.—[Special.]— 
George Rose was lynched at midnight last 
night for the murder of Karl Kuhl Friday. 
Kuhl was Assistant Postmaster at Cotton- 
wood Falls, twenty-two miles west of Em- 
poria. Rose was employed in the Courant 
office, in the same building as the postoffice, 
whose owner and editor, W. E. Timmons, is 
Postmaster. The murder is supposed to have 
been caused by jealousy, Rose having expect- 
ed to receive the position given to Kuhl. The 
murderer gave himself up to the Sheriff. 
At 11 o’clock at night Sheriff Hodge Mur- 
dock was called to the door bya rap. He 
was suddenly grabbed and pulled ontside his 
‘door. Several pistols were presented at his 
head by masked men and he was conducted 
to the door of the cell, which he was ordered 
tounlock. This he was forced to do, the 
lynchers assuring him they would have their 
man if they had to tear the court-house and 
jail down. Every approach to the court- 
house had been carefully guarded by armed 
men. All was donein a quiet and orderly 
manner, every man seemmg to know 
just what he was to do, After 
securing the prisoner the masked men, 
about fifty in number, surrounded him and 
proceeded to a railroad bridge. In the mean- 
time the news was spread and a crowd of 500 
people surrounded: the place, and as the 
lynchers started made a rush toward the 
prisoner. The masked men fired a few shots 
in the air and ordered the crowd to fall 
back. Their orders were complied with, and 
they proceeded to the railroad bridge about 
a quarter of a mile away, where he was 
hanged. The lynchers then quietly dis- 
persed, leaving the body dangling between 
the bridge and the waters of the Cottonwood 
River, where it remained until 9 o'clock 
this morning. The body was buried by. the 
county at 6 o'clock this evening.

The dying man 
looked up, smiled faintly, and tried to raise 
his arm. “It’s all over, Billy,” he said. 
‘‘Good-by.”” “Ben, my boy, good-by,”’ 
Worrell smiled again. and tried to speak, but 
lapsed into unconsciousness. A _ revolver, 
still smoking, lay on the bottom step. There 
was a hole through the man’s vest, into his 
chest, near the heart, and blood was pouring 
out in a tiny stream. Maj. Moore, assisted 
by Sergt. Cross, lifted the body of his friend 
into a cab and hurried with him to the 
Emergency Hospital. An effort was made to 
save him, but nothing eould be done, A few 
long gasps and he wasdead, The bullet had 
plowed its way into the vital organs. 


DAM BREAKS AND RANCHERS SUFFER. 


The Water Sweeps Away Everything With- 
in Several Miles, 

Lima, Mont., May 13,—The Lima dam 
broke this morning and its body of water is 
surging down Red Rock River at a terrific 
rate, sweeping everything before it. As soon 
as this was discovered men on horseback has- 
téned downjthe river toward the ranches, but 
almost every rancher along the bottoms lost 
everything. Houses, barns, fences. hay stacks, 
and all kinds of stock are being carried 
away. The railroad companies sent a special 
train to warn the people between Lima and 
Dillon and have sent out a large force of men 
to the scene of the flood. The track is washed 
out between Fere and Dillon in many places 
and the damage will figure high. The water 
after leaving the dam has a clean sweep 
through a well settled country for over sixty 
miles and many families will be without

INSURANCE COMPANY IN A MUDDLE. 


Oakland Home Transfers Its Business to 
the Fireman’s Fund. 


There is going to be a great deal of trouble 
‘for the officers of the Oakland Hone Insur- 
ance company before they become free 
from the trammels of the wrecked 
institution. There will be suits. for 
damages by indignant.. stockholders 
and probably grand jury investigations with 
penitentiary possibilities. So the reinsurance 
of the company’s business with the Fireman’s 
Fund, which was formally completed yester- 
day, is only the beginning of the end, instead 
of theend itself. Suits against the directors 
have already been begun and other suits 
are preparing to follow thick and fast. The 
formal transfer.of all the company’s business 
and property was completed yesterday, and 
the Oakland Home office was closed. The 
Fireman's Fund will take all the 
business.. in. California, Oregon, Wash- 
ington, * Idaho, Montana, Utah. Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, Nevada, Arizona. New 
Mexico, Texas, Missouri, Nebraska, and Kan- 
sas. The San Francisco agency of the Oak- 
land Home has been turned over’to the Mil- 
waukee Mechanics’ Insurance compa- 
ny. Under the terms of the trans- 
all. the Oakland Home’s assets 
were turned over to the Fireman’s Fund, 
which obligates itself to liquidate the corpora- 
tion. The Fireman’s Fund takes the com- 
pany’s buildmg in Oakland at $110,000, 
also an assignment of the $57,000 deposited 
in Oregon, which is in school, water, and 
municipal bonds. In return the Fireman's 
Fund agrees to allow the Oakland Homea 
bonus of 35 per cent on its reinsurance re- 
serve, which amounts to $70,000 cn the 
stated reinsurance reserve of $170,000.

SO THE STRIKING OOAL MINERS SAY 
-OF THE CLEVELAND OONFERENOE. 


Cameron Miller, Ohio Member of the Ex- 
ecutive. Board, Insists the Operaters 
Must Come to Terms on Account of the 
Shert Supply of BituminouseSerious 
Affray Narrowly Averted at, Corona, 
Ala.—Howard Says the American Rail- 
way Union Will Go into Politics. 

CLEVELAND, ©., May 13.—[Special. }—The 
vanguard of the army of miners, coming to 
Cleveland to attend the big conference be- 
tween operators and miners Tuesday, pitched 
its tent here today. The men express the con- 
viction that the conference will leave their 
affairs in a better condition than it found 
them. Delegates have been arriving all day, 
und at night nearly 100 had arrived. They 
represent the mining districts of Ohio, Iili- 
nois, Indiana, and Pennsylvania. The fol 
lowing ‘members of the National Executive 
Board are here: 

T. A. Bradley of Lilly, Pa; J. A. Crawford of 
Springfield, Ill.; Cameron Miller of Massillon, 
and W. B. Wilson of Blossburg, Pa. 

There are five more members of the Exec- 
utive Board who will be present, including the 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. Cameron Miller, the Ohio mem- 
ber, was asked to state what he believed 
would be the outcome of the conference. He 
thought it would only result in the aflop- 
tion by tha operators of the scale 
asked, by the \miners. If they refuse 
this he said: “We shall not urge our 
claims, but*wait until they are forced to come 
to our terms. I think it will only take two 
weeks for the people of ‘the United States to 
realize that the American miner isan im, 
portant factor’ in determining the conven- 
iepvce of the people. The stock of coal 
throughout the country is low, and something 
must be done to replenish it at once. If the 
operators cannot accept our proposition at the 
coming conference, what are they to do?” 
The miners say their condition has become 
much worse during the past decade, and they 
are unanimous in their assertions that the 
present issu¢ is crucial. None of the opera- 
tors have arrived yet, but numbers will come 
in the morning. The miners will have a con- 
ference tomorrow. 

It is said tonight that twelve of the Pitts- 
burg operators wo refused to attend the con- 
ference have engaged rooms and will be here, 

It is said if the cperators of other States 
stood out against a settlement the Ohio 
operators would endeavor to have their men 
resume work at the old rate, or 70 cents a 
ton, under an agreement with President Mc- 
Bride that the miners in other States should 
not return to work until they got what they 
asked for. 

PrirrspurG, Pa., May 18.—Sixty miners, 
delegates from this district, left tonight to at- 
tend the Cleveland convention. They refused 
to. talk with reference to their instruction, but

American Glucose company today closed its 
big factory in this city, and operations will 
certainly not be resumed until a settlement 
of the coal strike.

PROF. LAUGHLIN DEBCRIBES CHARACTER 


The Product of Self-Mastery in Searching 
for Ideals. 

Prof. J. Lawrence Laughlin of the Depart 
ment of Political Economy in the University 
of Chicago delivered an address last night at 
Cobb Hall on “ Character.”’ Quoth he: “ By 
character should be meant not self-will, but 
self-mastery, self-coutrol. We often speak 
carelessly of a self-willed, powerful, selfish 
shape of man who goes poking down the path 
of life, ruthlessly overriding every op- 
ponent, and forcibly casting Cown all 
opposition as a man oO character. 
Nothing could be further from it. The two 
things we are apt to confuse together are so 
different as willfulness and self-mastery. Char- 
acter is nota raw product of mere force; 
it is a finished - product of ideals. It is 
not a question as to how much will 
we have to begin with, but what ideals we 
have and to what extent we agree to fol- 
low out those ideals. Self-mastery gives 
us our bearings and the means of lay- 
ing out a course in hfe. Self-mastery, 
when obtained, is a means to an end. 
The question of character separates itself into 
two parts. First, what is it we desire, and, 
second, how much do we desire it? The 
man of character is one who conscious- 
ly “wo ideals and consciously stim- 
ulates his eagerness to follow those ideals. 
Character is not a thing of birth or inher- 
itance. It does not come to us like an inher. 
itance. It is the only thing about a man 
which is purely personal. A man of character 
is not given to extremes. He is not an unbal- 
anced enthusiast nor a pessimistic sinner.”

Strike on the South Chicago Electric Rail- 
way Is Off. 

Every motorinan and conductor employed 
by the South Chicago Electric railway com- 
pany was at his post of duty yesterday. Those 
who expected them to go outon strike were 
disappointed. The only talk of trouble has 
been made by twenty men recently discharged 
from the service of the company. It was 
stated that these men tried their best to get 
the working employés to attend a meeting 
Saturday night, but their efforts in that 
direction were a failure.

S. E. Moorman, Trainmaster of the road, 
said there was no indication of dissatisfaction 
among the employ és now.in the service of the 
company. He had no fears ofa strike. The 
company will not employ men who belong to 
labor organizations... In fact, every man en- 
tering its service is first required to sign an 
agreement in which he binds himself not to 
join a labor organization s0 long as he re- 
mains with the company.

ASSOCIATION AIMING TO OONSOLI- 
DATE SMALL OHUROZES. 


Movement Began in May, 1890, in Dayton, 
O., with the-Meeting of a Christian 
Unity Conference Composed of Minis- 
ters and Laymen of Various Religious 
Denominati The Work Is Progress- 
ing=Creed Differences Are Laid Aside 
-The Belief Is Simple. 

The Christian: Unity Association, which has 
just issued its first annual report;és an insti- 


tution having for its object consolidation. of 


the numerous little churches, especially in 
small tewns. The officers are as follows: 
President, N.S. Bouton of Chicago; Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, the Rev. John P. Hale, 
pastor of the Kenwood Evangelical Church ; 
Field Secretary, the Rev. Charles E, Hulbert 
of Detroit, Mich. Mr. Bouton yesterday gave 
the following account of the origin and ob- 
jects of the association: 

‘“This movement began in May, 1890, in 
Dayton, O., with the meeting of a Christian 
Unity conference, composed of ministers and 
laymen of various religious denominations 


from all over the country, who met to read | 


and discuss papers on the perplexing problems 
of Christian unity and eliurch unity.” This 
led to a second conference, which was held 
with the Kenwood Evangelical Union in Sep. 
tember, 1891. At this conference a Com- 
inittee on Christian Union was ap- 
pointed to make some practical endeavor 
in the GCirection of Christian codperation. 
This committee Oct. 1, 1892, employed the 
Rev. Mr. Hulbert, one of sheir number, to 
make a missionary effort in this new and un- 


tried, but, as we believed, important field. - 


At a third conference held in the same place 
the reports of the committee and of the mis- 
sionary were so encouraging that they led to 
the organization then and there of the Chris- 
tian Unity Association. 

‘The report of Mr. Hulbert, who is the 
Field Secretary, includes an active field service 
of sixteen months. He visits generally the 
smnaller towns of less than 3,000 population, 
where this sort of work ig most needed. Hig 
canvass includes towns in Southern Michigan, 
Northern Illinois, and along both the north- 
ern and southern shores of Lake Erie; 1n all 
over 230 towns and villages, He has can- 
vassed over 600 English-speaking evangeli- 
cal churches; has spoken in more than 100 
places on Christian and church unity, reach- 
ing over 15,000 auditors. He has also 
preached in many of these places and assisted 
in revival meetings in several places. It is 
his objeet to yender assistance to pastors and 
churches in their regular work as he may be 
able. 

The Religious dAatio. 

‘“‘The average population of the places 
visited is something over 1,000. Deducting 
the Roman Catholic and foreign-speaking 
populatién, he found: one church to about 
300 of the Protestant English-speaking popu- 
lation. In Ohio and Ontario the ratio is 
somewhat larger; in Michigan and Illinois it 
is smaller. Every third place is over-churched 
by the confession of the ministers and laymen 
of the town. Fully one-half the places visited 
would be in better condition, religiously and 
financially. if two or more of _ the 
churches in those places were consolidated. 
The average number of. members to a 
church is about 100 nomjnally; ectually from 
seventy-five to eighty. The ratio of mem- 
bers attending prayer meeting is one in four. 
The average amount paid by each church to 
the pastor is $480. Many churches raise 
only from $100 to $200 for their pastor, and 
some even.less: Most of the churches have a 
house of worship. many of them also a par- 
sonage. Not many receive missionary aid, 
but in many cases a single pastor has three or 
four, sometimes five, appointments to eke out. 
hisincome. Even then the salary is some- 
times so small as‘to lessen both his self-re. 
spect and his influence. He is overworked 
and underpaid. 

‘Of the 604 churches canvassed 96 were 
Baptist, 84 Congregational, 30 Disciple. 35 
Episcopalian, 192 Methodist, 78  Presby- 
terian, and 89 belonged to the Adventists,’ 
Friends, the United Brethren, and others, 
Comparatively few of these churches aré 
strong, many are. weak, and not a few are 
actually declining. The houses.of worship 
are often unwisely located, being either too 
neat one another or built on the outskirts 
upon a site obtained cheaply or bg gift. Too 
iscouraged, 
both pastors and people, because there are 
too few inhabitants to support the existing 
number of organizations. They generally 
try to be neighborly, but it.is a difficult 
achievement when there are more mouths 
than there is bread. Rivalry is almost a ne. 
cessity under such conditions. 

Irreligion and Vice. 


‘*The most alarming and depressing feat- 
ure of the field canvassed is the irreligion and 
vice, often openly exhibited, and sometimes 
without shame, among young men and large 
boys in the average small town. Few of this 
class are members of the chiirches. Many 
scoff at those who are. The  in- 
iquity of these places is often too 
formidable for the resident pastor to 
cope with it, and might baffle even the 
strongest. _Two remedies for this state of 
things seem to be absolutely necessary; the 
union of the now divided Christian forces in 
these places; then, a vigorous moral -and re- 
ligious campaign,led by the strongest and 
best evangelists to be had, accompanied by 
fervent prevail.ng prayer in behalf of these 
neglected fields,—neglected not because there 
are no churches, but because there are too 
many. The Christian influence is weakened 
by division. 

“At this moment nuthing would be moré 
timely thania meeting of the State superin- 
tendents, presiding elders, and other leaders in 
the various| denominations to cotsider the 
question of the religious life and needs of our 
smaller towns and country districts: Ihe 
forces now in the field ure not doing what 
they might for Christ because of waste and 
division. Better methods are imperatively 
needed, But this cannot be inaugurated by 
any one denomination acting singly, though it 
might be effected by codéperation. 

“While partisan teeling and denomina- 
tional prejudice is yet very strong, and ob- 
structs reasonable religidus codéperation in 
ail parts of the country, yet the movement 
toward Christian unity is rapidly advancing, 
The signs of itare many. For one thing the 
denominations most nearly allied to one 
another are being drawn together. In Mich- 
igan the Free With and the regular Baptist 
Churches are proposing consolidation. This 
illustrates how the disagreement -regarding 
Calvinism and Arminianism is losimmg its 
bitterness. In Canada the various families of 
Presbyterians, were consolidated years ago, 
and later the four or five Methodist denomina- 
tions became one, to the very great advan- 
tage of both bodies. Still wider movements 
in the same direction are in progress. 

Get Kind Treatment. 


‘Our Field- Secretary has generally found a 
ready hearing and kind treatment. He has 
spoken in Baptist, Congregational, Disciple, 
Methodist, and Presbyterian churches, and 
has received entertainment, encouragement, 
and. contributions from them all. In only 
two or three instances has a church building 
been refused him. Frequently he has been 
heard by congregations of various denomina- 
tions worshiping together in one of their 
churches. In some small places where the 
two or three churches were almost defunct, 
and no regular worship was held, he has 
gathered the péople together and encouraged 
them to secure a regular service by their 
united endeavors. He is generaliy invited 
and sometimes very warmly urged when he 
leaves a place to come again. 

** His work has been largely educational, 
but of a sort which we believe to be very val- 
uable. He is setting many people, both min- 
isters and laymen, to thinking. Many have 
told him they had never heard of Christian 
unity, but had been in their hearts longing 
for it, Many more have said, but not lightly, 
‘We will hear thee again of this matter.’ 
They wanted time to think. Others 

told him ‘they ought to put 

these doctrines into practice in their 
own town.’ Buttheseed sowing must precede 
the harvest, We believe that the harvest is 
comming and that in this movement we are 
working in the direction of the future progress 
of the church. In this work we ask the co- 
operation of those who think with us and 
prayerfully seek the guidance and the wisdom 
of God. - For the fiscal year ending Oct. 1, 
1898, the cost to the committee of their field 
work and printing amounted to $653.60.

. . Work In and Near Chicago. 

* Our movement in and near Chicago now 
includes the Evangelical! Union, the Lake 
Avenue Union, the Oakland Union, the Long- 
wood Union, and the Tracy Union. It started 
with the Evangelical Union in 1882. At that 
time there were 150 families of all denomina- 
tions living in our part of Kenwood who had 
to go a long way to church. They combined 
nad pened a Sunday-school, which 
first 


‘filled to overflowing the 

Sunday, and which speedily 
led to the organization of a union church. 
Our creed wasshort. We declared our belief 
in the Lord, the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, 
and let it go at that. Representative men 
from four denominations came to recognize 
us and give us a send-off, but they frankly told 
us that’ they expected us to quarrel 
and ‘separate within a year. Weill, 
it turned out exactly the other way. 
We get along together first 
built a house of worship called the Kenwood 
Chapél,« called Mr. Hale for our pastor, and 
have been the happiest church in this city. 
Our denominational differences were laid at 
rest and we devoted ourselves with might and 
main to applied Christianity. We finally had 
to erect our fine huuse of worship, now worth 
$80.000, at the corner of Greenwood avenue 
and Fifty-sixth street. We have a member- 
ship of 875 and a congregation of 700 and 
are growing all the time. 

‘‘In the meanwhile we have planted the 
colony in our old building, of which the Rev. 
Conrad Haney is pastor and which is just as 
prvepenses as weare. We are just thorough- 

y convinced that there are too many churches 
in all small towns, and in some localities in 
big cities as well. Princeton and Cenesev, 
lil., each have a population of 38,000 
‘each has sixteen churches. In. one 
small place that I know of there were 
three or four churcttes, each of which had to 
be supported by some home missionary socie- 
ty. They got together in a union effort. and 
were not oniy self-sustaining but made a 
handsome annual contribution to the home 
missionary society. Soon afterward they 
quarreled and separated, and now each one is 
supported by a home missionary society, It 
reminds me of astory! heard aboutan old 
woman from a small place who came to 
Chicago and was asked how her church pros- 
pered in her. village. She said it did rather 
poorly, as it had two or three other churches 
to contend with. Thatis it; they are con- 
tending against each other instead of con- 
tending with each other for a common end. 

** You may wonder if the dropping of the 
sectarian shibboleths does nét produce, or 
at least indicate, a relaxatidm of religious 
interest. But we have not found it so. 
Contrariwise we find that it es our souls 
good to turn away from the tty difference 
of the denominations and attend to essentials. 
We invite everybody to our cofMmunion table 
and baptize everybody in anyway that he 
may fancy. All wecarefor is a life with 
Christ and a life of Christian upefulness. We 
believe wé are right and mean to go ahead.”’ 


RUSSIA’S POSTAL SYSTEM. 


More than a Week Required for Delivery 
Between Towns 240 Miles Apart. 

Our postal system in the intérior of the em- 
pire is, as-is generally acknowledged, very 
primitive, says the Nowoje Wremja. Its de- 
fects are due in a large degree to the great- 
ness of the distances as well as to the com- 
parative scarcity of proper railway connec- 
tions. We have cities which geographically 
are hardly 250 miles apart, yet for postal 
purposes are separated as Kieff and our be- 
loved Toulon. Curious stories might be told 
of the correspondencs between two such 
cities. A friend of ours in Kieff exchanges 
business letters constantly with several per- 
sons in the neighborhood of Rovno. The dis- 
tance from Kieff to Rovno is about 240 
miles, and the persons in question live about 
four miles from the latter city. The corre- 


. spondence between our friend and his ac- 
| quaintances near Rovno can be carried on 


ouly by means of registered letters, as no un- 
registered mail matter evér reaches its desti- 
nation, whether sent from the one city or the 
other. If not registered-letters simply disap- 

ear Without leaving a trace ‘that ' might 
ead to their recovery. For years this 
sort of thing - has. been the rule 
hereabouts. Our friend has his letters ready 
at 5 o’clock p. m., at which hour the main 

ostoffice in. Kieff has, been closed for the 

ay. He is obliged, therefore, to mail them at 
the main telegraph office. This.office is wont 
to deliver registered letters only twice daily, 
at noon and at 4o0’clock, tothe main poast- 
office, although these hours do not corre. 
spond with the time of departure of the mail 
trains, but arechosen arbitrarily, perhaps 
because the relief of clearing up the office 
has a more beneficial effect on the digestion 
of the civil servants just before luncheon and 
dinner. Now, after our friend has got a reg- 
istered letter into the main postoffice by this 
roundabout way the sequence of events is as 
follows: 

‘* The latter is sent tothe main telegraph 
office at 5 o’clock Monday, say. Tuesday at 
noon the letter goes to the main postoffice. 
At 9 o’clock Wednesday itis sent away on 
the mail train of the Southwest railway and it 
arrives in Rovno at midnight. At Rovno the 
postal force is so inadequate to the amount of 
work falling to its lot that the Keiff mail can- 
not be sorted before Thursday. At 1 o'clock 
Friday afternoon a notice is sent. to the vil- 
lage some four miles off that a registered let- 
ter from Kieff is at the Rovno Post- 
office, The village authorities do 
not make haste and _ the person ad- 
dressed consequently.-does not get the 
notice before 5 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 
As Sundays there is no delivery from the 
Rovno postoffice he must wait until Monday 
to get the letter of which he has received no- 
tice. That makes: one week, the time re- 
quired for the carriage and delivery of a let- 
ter between cities 240 miles apart. In the 
same period the writer could travel easily 
from Kieff to Toulon, cheer for France sev- 
eral times in front of the town hall, and then 
start for home soon eroughto eat several 
meals before he could possibly get an answer 
from his correspondent in Rovno. If he wished 
he could even visit Paris and take a drive 
through the city and arrive at home several 
hours in advance of his correspondent’s let- 
ter. 


Anthony the Wanderer. 

Insight into the strange condition of the popu- 
lar mind in Russia at the close of this nineteenth 
century is afforaed by the immense renown and 
influence enjoyed at present by a peripatetic 
saint who goes by the name of Anthony the Wan- 
derer, and who for more than forty years has 
been perpetually on the move, his peregrinations 
extending all over Siberia, Central Asia, and 
European Russia. In the depth of winter, just 
as in the height of summer, he marches barefoot 
and almost entirely devoid of clothing. Fifty 

unds weight of iron chains are welded around 
is shoulders and body, while his waist is en- 
circled by an iron belt weighing thirty pounds 
more, closed with a lock, the key of which he 
cast inte the Arctic Qcean. Thus equipped, An- 
thony the Wanderer has spent tiwo-scure years 
in tramping all over the Russian Empire, collect- 
ing enormous sums of money for the building of 
churches and schools in places where they are 
needed and without keeping a single kopeck for 
himself. He is venerated not alone by the ig- 
norant peasantry, but also by the most highly ed- 
ucated and affiuent classes, and men and women 
of all sorts and conditions of life are described 
as applying to him for advice in matters spirit- 
ual, worldly, and even bygienic.—New York Trib- 
une.

Now a few words as to the contents and 
architecture of the Old Senaje House, which 
for the last ten years was the home and the 
workshop of the grayhaired antiquarian. If 
stands in the old colonia! village, now the City 
of Kingston, within sight of the blue waters 
of the Hudson, amid stately elms. It is o 
stone such as is found beneath the old field: 
of the vicinity. Within its walls, as they stil 
stand today, assembled the first Senate of the 
State of New York. The structure itself hag 
a history interesting and memorable. It ig 
interwoven with the early life of the republic, 
Its walls echaed the vwices of the framers of 
this government. It was originally built by 
Col. Wessel Ten Broeck in 1676, and was su- 
perior to the ordinary houses of that period, 
The rear was principally built up with large- 
sized brick brought from Holland. The ar- 
chitecture is typical of the period, with great 
stone walls two feet thick, small windows, 
small panes, and huge chimneys. 

Preparatory to the asseinbling of the Legis- 
lature under the new Constitution, this build- 
ing was selected for the meetings of the State 
Senate. In it the first Senate organized 
Sept. 10, 1777, and regularly met and legis- 
lated there until its sessions were broken up 
by the approach of the Britisharmy. Oct. 16 
by the torch of the enemy it was reduced with 
the other houses of Kingston to blackened 
walls. As soon as practicable it was restored 
in accord with the old model. In recent years 
the ownership of the building passed through 
the hands of Marius Schoonmaker to the State 
of New York. ‘The State removed some mod- 
ern frame additions and erected a stone an- 
nex. The timber for the old building was all 
hewed and pinned together with huge wooden 
bolts. The great old-fashioned fireplaces are 
big enough to eat unreduced cordwood. 
The heavy stones in _ front of» these 
fireplaces are worn by the shuffling feet of 
several generations. The tiling up the sides 
would do credit to tile-setters of today. They 
are historic as .having been danated by the 
Prince of Orange. ‘he. coloring is blue and 
purple, and is made fantastically picturesque 
by. being profusely decorated” with yellow 
birds shown as flying, sitting, and singing, 
done so well to life that one could almost hear 
them sing. It was known at that time as the 
New Netherland tiling, and was the costliest 
and regarded as the richest in» the world. 
Well has it held its own through over two 
centuries of service, despite a fire which de- 
stroyed all but the wails of the Old Senate 
House. 

Among historic treasures in the old house 
are innumerable bugles, swords, chapeaus, 
and epauletts that figured on the mouths, hips, 
heads, and shoulders of revolutionary hero es. 
There is a notice of the signing of the declara 
tion of peace by Great Britain, France, Spain, 
Holland, and the United States, and a private 
letter quaintly written tellmg how the intel- 
ligence was received at Elizabethtown by the 
ringing of bells, thanksgiving services, bon- 
fires, street parades, and other tokens of 
demonstrative glee. In all those days 
greetings in letters and salutations on meet- 
ing among colonists were “patriot,” 

Go men today use the

Rottenness in the Police Department. 


CuicaGo, May 11.—[ Editor of The Tribune. }— 
We are voters, own property, and pay taxes— 
hence are interested in good government, en- 
forcemeat of the laws, and efficiency of the Police 
Departnient. 

On or about April 7 a-‘general order was issned 
by M. Brennan, General Superintendent of Police, 
placing 4il men traveling in citizen’s clothes or 
in uniform at the district headquarters except 
six—four at the division ‘and two at the st 
stations.| We hardly think that this order 
was issued: in the interest of good govern- 
ment, andi for the protection of taxpayers and 
property owners. as it not. made to mislead 
and bijnd the public to present apd future 
changes to be made in the department? It cer- 
tainly was not made in the interest of the tax. 
payers and property-owners. We enter a protest 
against the same, and ask that it be rescinded at 
once for the following reasons: 

Atthe Harrison Street Police Station there 
were twenty-four men detailed in citizen's 
clothes. This is the center of crime and crimi- 
nals; whére the murderer, highway. robber, foot- 
pad, bunco-steerers, shell workers, and con- 
fidence men, street fakers, bogus employment 
agencies, solicitors and runners for 
crap games, lotteries, opium joints, 
snide clothing houses, brace gambling games, 
fugitives from justice, procurers of young girls 
for immoral purposes, vagrants, bums, can-rush- 
ers, and other violators of the law are centrally 
located. ’ 

It is estimated that 2,000 women and 1.800 
men are engaged in these criminal avocations 
between Van Buren and Sixteenth streets, Michi- 
gan avenue and the river. These people operate 
in the str¢ets, in depots, alleys, highways and by- 
ways, and are continually shifti trom one 
point to another. There are hundreds of avenues 
of hiding and eseape where they flee apon the 
approach of a police officer in uniform, and if 
detected in 
the officer traveling the post at the time they 
change their operations several blocks away, for 
they know full well t the officer dares not 
leave his post to follow, and all that is necessary 
is to keep out of the way for several days and the 
matter is forgotten. 

It is fglly to think that six men can watch the 
above criminals and make proper in vestigations, 
arrest and bring them to trial, and attand the 
grand jury and criminal court.

Changes in the Personnel of the Fifty- 

*8 third Congress. « 

ASHINGTON, D.C., May 13.—[Special.]— 
Since the Fifty-third Congress came into ‘ex- 
istence March 4, 1898, there have been six 
changes in the Urfited States Senate and six- 
teen in the House of Representatives from 
death and> other causes. Mortality com- 
menced before the Congress was called for 
the extra séssion in August. Senator Leland 
Stanford of California was the first. He died 
in June last. March 25 Senator Colquitt of 
Georgia died, and only a couple of weeks ago 
Senator Vance of North Carolina was calied 
hence, But a' few days ago Senator Stock- 
bridge of Michigan unexpectedly died. That 
made the fourth death in the Senate during 
the present Congress and ten months before 
its close. Successors to the four deceased 
Senators have been selected. George, C. Per- 
kins took Stanford’s place, Editor -“ Pat” 
Waleh is filling Colquitt’s shoes, while Jarvis 
is now Senator instead of Vance, and Young 
Patton of Michigan was sworn in to succeed 
the lamented Mr. Stockbridge. 

In the House the mortality has been even 
greater, for seven men have been called from 
their duties. William Mutchler of Pennsyl- 
vania died June 23, and his son, Howard 
Mutchler, was elected to succeed him. July

It is 
probable this feeling will prevail, although 
the State bank men have not given up hope 
of securing a hearing this week.

THEY WANT TO DODGE NATIONAL ISSUES. 
The hold-over Democratic Senators who 
are anxious not to be in the minority in the 
next Senate have been holding a conference 
and discussing the situation, which does not 
please them. They agreed that their party 
could not carry the State this fall unless na- 
tional issues could be kept out of the cam- 
paign by the introduction of more attractive 
local ones. Therefore they made up a sched- 
ule of propositions which they thought would 
absorb the attention of the people and intend 
to make them a part of the plank platform 
which the Democrats are to adopt at Spring. 
field.. These propositions are as follows: 

(1) An amendment of the revenue laws, the 
election of County Assessors, and the abolition of 
the Town Assessor system. 

(2) The abolition of the Justiceship system as 
far as it concerns Chicago, and the substitution 
of the district J udgeship plan. 

(3) The appointment of Park Commission- 
ers by the Circuit Judges, or their election by the 


people. 
(4) The establishment of a Police Board for 


Chicago. 
(5) The holding of a constitutional convention. 


These Democratic Senators are simpile-. 
minded. The voters have to elect this fall 
twenty-two members of Congress, .who shave 
only national issues to deal with. The people 
aiso have to elect a Legislature, whose duty it 
will be to choose a United States Senator. 
The Senate is going to be so close that it is a 
matter of unusual moment whether a Repub- 
lican or a Democrat is elected. Illinois may 
determine the political complexion of that 
body and decide thus how great national is- 
sues shall be settled. | 

Do these Democratic State Senators think 
the voters can be called off from the national 
issues in¥olved in the direct election of Rep- 
resentatives and the indirect election of a Sen- 
ator to consider only local questions? That 
they will drop the Wilson bill and devote their 
attention to the establishment of a Police 
Board in Chicago? That they will lose their 
interest_in the currency—in the silver ques- 
tion and the taxation of State bank notes— 
and become wrapped up in the question 
whether Chicago park boards shall bea elect- 
ive or appointive? That they will not bother 
their heads about Federal legislation which 
has cut down their wages, shut up their man- 
ufactories, lowered their profits, and lessened 
the prices of their commodities, but will 
spend their time in meditating on the advisa- 
bility of giving Chicago District Judges in- 
stead of Justices of the Peace? 

The people are not such fools. They are 
not such children that they can be induced to 
consider the abolition of the Town Assessor 
system at a time when they are doubtful 
whether the Democratic tariff policy will 
leave them anything which is worth assess- 
ing. The voters are busied in trying to save 
What they can from the wreck the Democrats 
have made, and they cannot desert that task 
in order to talk over State questions. 

The only persons who will be attracted by 
the bill of fare of these State Senators are the 
speculators and schemers who want a new 
Constitution which will differ from. the present 
one in that it will impose no limitationg on 
the taxing and mortgaging power of munie- 
ipalities, and will restoré to the Legislature 
the power taken from it in 1870, of selling 
monopolies to corporations. The men who 
see in a new flexible and accommodating 
Constitution the means of plundering the

STEALING CITY WATER. 

The city authorities say they have found out 
that a packing-house has been stealing water 
fora month or more. There is a meter un 
the premises which is supposed to register ali 
the water used by the concern, but it ig ai. 
leged that, as people used to travel around 
toligates to save tol], so the packing-house 
people ran a pipe from the main to their 
tanks, cutside the meter, and obtained thus 
without the knowledge of the Water Depart- 
thent an amount of water the value af which 
is estimated to be $8,000. It is stated that 
i is the intention of the authorities to insist 
on the payment of thissum. Is that ail? 

If the facts are stated correctly a system of 
deliberate stealing has ‘been carried on for 
some time, ‘If practiced by a private indi- 
vidual he would be called‘a thief, would be 
indicted and sent to the] penitentiary. Resti- 
tution of the stolen property or payment for 
it might mitigate his guilt, but he would re- 
ceive some punishment. It is impossible to 
indict and convict a corporation of robbery 
orlarceny. In this case if a pipe has been 
run around the meter to steal water it is clear 
enough for whose benefit it was done, but it 
is impossible to prove who did it. Criminal 
proceedings are out of the question therefore. 

But when a corporation steals and gets 
caught at it, shall it be called on merely to 
make good its thefts? If so, how many cor- 
porations will begin stealing water, losing 
nothing if they aré detected, saving a good 

deal of money if they are not? There will be 
some gealous employé who will cut down the 
water bilis for the purpose of gaining the ap- 


proval of employers who will not look closely |

If there has been stealing of water why do 
not the city authorities impose so heavy a 
penalty that it will not pay to run the risk of 
being caught? If one concern steals a thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of water and is forced to 
pay twoor three thousand for having done 
so other water consumers will not be tempted 
to become dishonest, The authorities should 
be severe in these cases, and the bigger the 
concern whith does the stealing the more 
severe should be the penalty. : 


A NEW WAY TO KEEP COOL, 

Several days of hot weather ‘have been ex- 
perienced in this city and elsewhere, and it 
may be expected to be much hotter a few 
weeks hence. Poor humanity in this part of 
the world is going to suffer terribly from the 
sweltering heat unless some way can be de- 
vised for evading the infliction. One way of 
doing this is suggested by the arguments of 
the men who are shouting for more and 
cheaper money, those who claim that 47 
cents’ worth of silver is just as good as a gold 
dollar and can be made to remain so under 
free coinage, and the Populists who allege 
that they would be benefited by thé issue of 
unlimited quantities of fiat ‘‘money’”’ in the 
shape of paper currency based not on specie 
redemption but on “the faith and resources 
of the Nation.”’ 

If the modes of reasoning- employed by 
them be good for anything they ought to hold 
good for a solution of the temperatare prob- 
lem. Let us see how it would work, It is the 
sun’s rays that make us hot. For equa! 
meridian altitudes the nearer the sun is to us 
the hotter it is. Hence the amount of, dis- 
comfort we experience in the dog days is an 
inverse function of the distance of the sun 
from tne earth. The distance at midsummer 
is about 94 million miles. “Now, if we were 
to shorten the length of the mile by one-half 
we should double the sun’s midsummer dis- 
tance, making it 188 million miles, and may 
expect the heat to be correspondingly re- 
duced, So it is advisable to shorten the mile 
by 50 per cent, and it ought to be dove as 
sooh as possible, in order to take advan- 
tage of the reform before the heata of 
June, July, and August are due under present 
arrangements. This can. be done either by: 
enacting that the yard shall consist of 18 


inches and the mile of 1,760 yards, or that) 


the length of the yardstick shall remain as at 
present, but that in future 880 yards shal) 
constitute one mile. Perhaps the first change 
would be the better, as that would involve a 


doubling of numerous dimensions at and near ’ 


the earth’s surface, and thus meet the views of 


many people who hold that our measures are. 


too big for the good of society and the pros- 
perity of our commercial and manufacturing 
industries. The cutting down of the pound 
weight and the bushel measure by one-half 
would be in the same line of reform. These 
changes would wonderfully help those who 
have made contracts to deliver at certain 
prices a stated number of yards of cloth, 
pounds of grain and meat, acres of land, and 
other things, who thus would be enabled to 
prosper by exacting full pay while delivering 
but half the actual quantity of goods wanted 
by the purchaser, Of course the injustice of 
the arrangement to him ought not to be con- 
sidered. All his inconvenience might -be 
claimed to be offset by the greater gummer 
coolness of the climate to be brought about 
by the new order of things. 

Perhaps some who read this will feel in- 
clined to doubt the value of the proposed 
change, to think that the sun would be just as 
near to us, and his rays none the less hot, 
whether his distance were called 188 millions 
miles or only half that, so long as the differ- 
ence simply was due to a change in the length 
of the measuring unit. But they are illogical 
if at the same time they hold that the people 
of the United States would be one jot richer 
or happier by a change in the curreney which 
nominally would double the prices of ai] they 
have to buy or sell while making no change 
in the relative valuesof the things themselves, 
It is strange that any one who is committed 
to the advocacy of **‘ cheap money,’ whether 
by the free coinage of silver at more) than 
double its intrinsic valué or by the issue of 
fiat shinplasters which soon would have no 
purchasing power at all, can question the 
ability of the government to controi the tem- 
perature by halving the length of the unit of 
measure employed in stating the distance 
from the earth to the sun. 


BLAND’S SILVER HUMBUGGERY. 

Representative R. P. Bland writes to the St. 
Louis Republic a long letter stating his posi- 
tion in regard to silver, and recounting his al- 
leged reasons for claiming to believe that 
silver could be lifted up to parity with gold at 
a ratio of 154¢ or 16 tol. He says of the 
dollar containing 87114 grains of pure silver: 
‘*The wealth of the sedetd and the labor of the 
world are ever ready to be exchanged for it. 
This demand gives it the increased value, for 
the silver dollar is worth as much in any 
market of the world as the gold dollar, be- 
cause it will buy as much of our commodities 
as the gold dollar,”’ 

That most certainly is not true today. Pos- 
sibly if Mr. Bland should be accused of know- 
ingly telling a falsehood in so asserting ho 
would fuil back on the plea that he was draw- 
ing a picture of conditions in the future when 
the free coinage of silvet at the 16 tol ratio 
will be put into practice. But that plea would 
not be a fair one, the antecedent claimed to 
justify it being too far removed from the 
statement. Even if he meant the future when 
writing in the present tense he has no war- 


rant for the claim other than the snap judg. — 


ment pronounced by himself and a few 
others who, like him, have no regard for the 
facts when the facts fail to support a 
favorite theory. In this. case all the 
facts, so far as known and understood, are 
against him. The tost of producing silver, 
as measured, by units of human labor, has 
decreased some 50 per cent in the last quar- 
ter of a century, while up to'a few months 
ago when the country was prostrated by a 
panic the wages of that, Jabor. were much 
higher, though measured on the gold basis 


which Mr. Bland affects to' believe has much | 


appreciated in the time named. He is equally 
unfair and untrue in his statement that “ the 
banks and other monopoly powers refused 
loans and alarmed the country” about a year 
ago “‘so as to produce an object lesson in 
finance.” If he had the least grain of com- 
mon sense and candor he would know and be 
willing to admit that the stringency of money 
started from fears that his schemes would be 
more or less of a success, that foreign invest- 
ors first took the alarm, and that the working 
classes in this country followed with runs on 
the banks. It was not the banks of this country 
that made money scarce last summer. Their 
deposits were drawn down by depositors till 
they had no money to lend. 

The Repubiic replies editorially to Bland in 
a few words that should carry conviction with 
taem, It says the leading commercial na- 
tiona of the world have in one way or another 
abanconed silver as part of the standard of 
redemption. “There is free coinage of silver 
at 15, 154¢, or 16 to 1 nowhere on earth; 
and no free coinage of silver except in parts 
of Spanish America .whose trade influenée is 
insignificant.” It asks. what logic ensbles a 
man to reach the conclusion that the United 
States can offhand pick up the ratio precisely 
as it left it when specie payments were sus-

RESPECT THE LIBERTY OF OTHERS. 

Archbishop Ireland talked last week on the 
subject of capitat and labor. He pleaded 
earnestly for ‘‘ the interests and rights” of 
the latter as he has done on other occasions, 
He wanted the laborer and his family to have 
the means cf a decent livelihood and the op- 
portunities to develop intellect and care for 
physical and moral health. The Archbishop 
also made a plea for capital, for labor stood 
in absolute need of its codéperation. Without 
capital labor was a latent, unproductive en- 
ergy. Then he went on to speak of strikes, 
which he deplored but which he did not be- 
lieve could be prevented always. But when 
strikes did take place, said he, ‘*they mus 
be like wars between civilized nations, con- 
ducted under the dictates of justice and hu- 
manity.”’ And then he gave the tollowing 
admirable advice: 

Amid the utmost fury of strikes property mast 
be held sacred and the liberty of other men al- 
lowed as we demand that our liberty be allowed. 
He who deprives another man of liberty deservés 
to lose his own. These are the imperious laws 
of social justice and of God's religion. 

It has been and still is the belief of strikers 
that other men who were willing to take their 
places at the wages offered had no right to do 
so. Whenever a non-union man has under- 
taken to fill a place which the union man had 
quit in the way of a strike because of a dis- 
agreement about wages or terms of employ- 
ment, the latter has proceeded to interfere 
with the liberty of the former. He has in- 
sisted that whatever the liberty of the non- 
union man might be he was not at liberty to 
take that job. And if in forcing the non-union 
man to quit work some of the property of 
the employer is damaged the union man thinks 
the employer is the one at fault for putting 
his property in the hands of non-union men. 

If strikers in Chicago and elsewhere will 
take the advice of the Archbishop and will 
recognize the fact that the liberty of a man 
to work fot a particular employer does not 
depend’upon his membership in a union, but 
is an inalienable right existing long before 
unions did, strikes will: not be accompanied 
by the unpleasant occurrences which happen 
now. If the union men will recognize the 
fact that it is as unlawful for them to drive 
non-union men from work as it would be for 
the latter to make them quit work, strikes 
would be peaceful and never illegal. 

But it is to.be feared that the men to whom 
the Archbishop spoke, while listening respect- 
fully to all he had to say, remain firm in the 
conviction that the “liberty’’ of men who 
offer to take their places in the case of a strike 
is not entitled to any respect. 
exceedingly averse to interfering with proper- 
ty except when they think it absolutely neces- 
sary, but that non-union men have rights is a 
notion they have not learned to accept even 
when preached by an 1 ReeeDioney. 
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BEER VERSUS ‘SUGAR. 

The American Distillers and Wholesale 
Liquor Dealers’ Association has adopted reso- 
lutions asking Congress to supply any defi- 
ciency in the revenues of the government by 
increasing the tax on beer, It. may be said 
that this advice is not altogether disinterested, 
since it comes from the manufacturers of an 
article of which beer is a formidable rival. 
Nevertheless the advice is sound, and if the 
Democrats in Congress had not been afraid 
of the brewing interests they would have 
increased the beer tax of their own accord, 
and thus would have secured more revenue, 
the collection of which would not have cost a 
cent, for the machinery for collecting it is 
already in existente. 

But the Democrats were told that a higher 
tax on beer might hurt the party in Illinois 
and Wisconsin, Stateg they carried in 1892 
and which they are foolish enough to believe 
they can keep in the Democratic column. 
Therefore, instead of taxing beer, which is not 
one of the necessities of life, they taxed sugar, 
which is. This is the consideration shown by 
the Democrats for theSmasses of the people. 
They tax an article all use so as to avoid im- 
posing a higher tax on one which a minority 
of them use. | 

The tax on sugar will raise its price. One 
will hear no more of twenty pounds for a dol- 
lar. No Democrat denies that sugar will cost 
more under the new dispensation. It will 
cost the consumers $47,000,000 more than 
it did last year. If the tax on _ beer 
were made higher than it is the cost 
to the consumer would remain 
what it is, The additional revenue ob- 
tained by the government would come out of 
the present excessive profits of brewers and 
saloonkeepers. The brewers know this, and 
that is why they used their powerful influence 
with the Democrats in Congress to have the 
tax left as it is. If the brewer thought he 
could shift an increase in the tax on the con- 
sumer he would not object to its being im- 
posed, for it would not hurt him. , His knowl- 
edge of the fact that he and not the consumer 
would pay it has made him so active in op- 
posing a higher tax. 

Thus, while the Democrats have been pre- 
tending they did not want to make the poor 
man’s beer cost him mure than it does, they 
bave really been looking after the interests of 
the brewers and the saloonkeepers. Instead 
of making these disgorge a small share of 
their enormous profits they are going to make 
the poor man pay about a cent and a half 
more for his pound of sugar than he does 
now, 
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UNION PACIFIC INDEBTEDNESS. 

Whether or not the proposition of Lawyer 
L. J. Morrison for the reorganization of 
Union Pacific be the best for the public that 
can be made, there can be no doubt it is far 
preferable to the one submitted by Attorney- 
General Olney. He proposes that the govern- 
ment shall realize from its property rights in 
the railroad the funds necessary for. the pay- 
ment of the United States. subsidy bonds with 
interest, and for this purpose it would author- 
ize the Secretary of the Treasury to assign 
the government mortgages for cash. The 
company is to be empowered to issue its 
bonds, the samie to be secured by an assign- 
ment of the government mortgage to trustees, 
the company’s bond and stock holders to have 
the first privilege of subscribing to the bonds. 
The total amount receivable would be the 
total net liability of the company, being the 
principal and interest of the said bonds, less 
the sinking fund. Mr. Morrison thinks the 
property would afford to security holders a 
desirable investment, as at 2 per cent on 85 
million dollars the amount required for in- 
terest would be less than one-half the mini- 
mutn earnings of the main lines, The other 
half could be anplied to the payment of in- 
terest on their own present Union securities, 
or the holders could pay themselves 4 per 
cent on the satne amount of new bonds out of 
the net earnings of the government divisions, 
while they could give themselves a new gen- 
eral mortgage on the branch lines if they 
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The primary purpose of the bill submitted

that he has clients who are willing to pur- 
chase the government mortgages on those 
terms. If the transfer were made to them, the 
government accepting its claim capitalized 
and paid over, it at once would sever all con- 
nection with the company, leaving the corpo- 


‘ration full latitude in financing as well as in 


the general business management of the prop- 
erty, as other railroad companies have with 
the properties under their care. The propo- 
sition made by Mr. Morrison ought to receive 
the most careful consideration, as suggesting 
an acceptable way of efding the difficulty. 


HOW GLASGOW PURIFIES SE WAGE, 

After some fifty“ years of considering the 
problem the citizens of Glasgow and its vicin- 
ity have constructed works for purifying the 
sewage before allowing the liquid to run into 
the River Ciyde. The process is simple, but 
the construction work was costly, most of the 
expense being borne by the Central railway 
company. Theshare of the city in the sew- 
age scheme is restricted to about $500,000, 
for which amount the necessary ground was 
secured and the reduction works erected. 
These occupy some thirty acres, and deal with 
ten million gallons. of sewage per day, or 
about one-fifth the sewage of the city, but 
they are so arranged as to admit of a doub- 
ling in capacity. 

The crude sewage is intercepted by sluices. 
It is filtered through rotary screens which 
catch up floating bodies, such as sticks, 
drowned animals, ete. These are collected 
and thrown into the destructive furnaces. 
What passes through the screens goes into a 
deep catch ptt, the sand and other heavier 
matter gravitating to the bottom, along which 
run V shaped conduits leading to a cuvity 
called the “‘sump.”’ The matter is driven 
into the sump by worm screws working in the 
cavities. Then the buckets of a dredging 
machine vome into play upon -it. They lift 
the sand and mud and empty it into railway 
The 
sewage remaining in the catch pit passes 
through an overflow into the pump well from 
which it is raised by centrifugal pumps to 
the ground/level, there to be mixed in a tank 
wfth sulphate of alumina and lime, the flow- 
ing of which by gravitation is automatically 
regulated. From that place the crude sewage 
passes outside into. precipitation tanks, or 
‘** penstocks,’’ and after precipitation has taken 
place the effluent is slowly run off by means 
of self-acting drainers. It goes over a series 
of altarpstepsin a wide channel, where” it is 
aerated, and then proceeds to filter beds, after 
passing through which the liquid is sent into 
the river perfectly clear, being to all appear- 
ance as clean as ordinary drinking water. 

The sludge which is separated from the 
sewage ih the early part of the process flows 
by gravitation through an underground chan- 
nel into a deep pit, from which it is raised by 
chain-pumps into an agitator, where it is 
mixed with a little additional lime. Then it 
gtavitates into four sludge chambers, which 


4 are under air pressure, and by this means is 


forced into presses on the upper flat of thw 
building. There it is pressed into cakes, 
which drop out of the presses into wagons be- 
neath. These cakes are sold, or taken to the 
corporation farms for *‘ top d@ssing,’’ as they 
contain considerable quantities of ammonia, 
and form a valuable manure for use on the 
farm, 

The plant has been in operation nearly a 
month, and with the best of results. The an- 
nua! cost is not stated, and perhaps will not 
be known till it is ascertained how much the 
product can’ be sold for, as determined by 
actual test of the market. But both in cost 
and results the undertaking appears to be so 
satisfactory that the people favor its exten- 
sion over the whole of the Glasgow district, 
the result of which would be to change the 
‘‘waters”’ of the Clyde into the substance 
implied by the name from the filthy stuff 
that has filled that river for many years 
past. The apparatus is said to embrace 
several important improvements, and to be 
the most perfect of its kind in the United 
Kingdom, If it be what is claimed for it the 
plan is sure to be adopted in many other 
places.

BANK SWINDLERS AT MILWAUKEE. 


They Have Got at Least $3,600 and More

at least $3,600 out of the Milwaukee 
banks besides the raised draft of $1,800, 
which was passed on the National 
Exchange Bank April 26.

It was purchased 
at Appleton and was originally for $18, but 
when presented for payment it waa for 
$1,800. The signature of the cashier of the 
Appleton bank was genuine, but there was an 
indorremént of the cashier on the back of the 
eheck to pay it to the bearer. This was a 
furgery. The police here ciaim to have good 
descriptions of ali of the members 
of this gang of swindlers, which they say 
numbers five men, including an expert forger 
and a papermaker, who skillfully fills the 
perforated holes made fo designate the 
amount of the draft with wood puip and then 
perforates the draft again with the amount 
to which it has been raised. The gang buy 
drafts in small towns on banks in large 
cities and in the last month have 
swindled banks in this city, Minneapolis, Des 
Moines, Sioux City, Dubuque, and Atlantic 
City, Ia., out of $25,000. The police are 
reticent about the swindles which have. been 
perpetrated here, but it is believed that other 
banks have suffered besides the ones men- 
tioned.

: COLONIAL LIFE IN AMERICA, 


Poor Men Now Better Off than the Rich 
Were in Those Days. 
In his lecture recently on ‘ Domestic and 
Social Life Beforé the Revolution” Dr. Eg- 
gleston said that the present generation 
looked upon the old colonial folk as quite su- 
perior to the people of today in many 
respects, They had the reputation of 
being larger, braver, more courtly men, 
and purer, more chaste, and more 
beautiful women. They had many virt- 
ues, those old colonists, but, with them all, 
the world has grown better, more refined, 
more full of genuine courtesy than in their 
day. Themen areas brave and strong, the 
women as chaste and beautiful. History 
records, said the lecturer, the great deeds of 
the great men of the colonies and the Revolu- 


period. That is only to be learned from 
many sources never collected together. 

**Man is an historial brute,’’ said Mr. 
Eggleston, ** ana must follow his ancestors. 
The colonists invented little, their utensils, 
furniture, houses, cooking, etc., being imita- 
tions or adaptations of those of the English or 
the Indian. Necessity is not the mother of 
invention, but of imitation and adaptation. 
The man impelled by necessity has no time to 
invent, therefore he imitates. The houses of 
the early colonists were mostly of bark, in 
imitation of those of the Indian. At one time, 
of the thirty. houses in New York twenty-nine 
were of bark. Surely, if anything was Amer- 
ican the log cabin was—but no, Tacitus de- 
scribes the Germans as living in log cabins, 

‘** New England was progressive, and yet its 
people gathered their waod for fuel pig. the 
winter before the snow fell, whereas, oa sleds, 
they could have| done it with far more ease, 
and it wag not until about the year 1690 that 
sleds began to be used in New England. The 
old-fashioned Maryland-Virginia house, with 
a parlor on one side, dining-room on the other, 
and the wide hall running through the house 
from end to end between them, many of them 
still standing, was but an imitation of the oid 
double log house— two pensand a ace ae 
of the eatlier colonists. , The furniture of the 
older colonists of the richer ciass came mostl 
from England, and now there are enough ol 
cradles in New England that came over in the 
Mayflower to fill many such ships. But the 
furniture of the poorer classes was hewn out 
of wood, made into rude benches, stools, 
tables, etc. Carpets be extremely rare in 
those days, every thrifty housewife d her 
parlor floor nicely sanded, in which figures 
were drawn for decoration. 

*‘The rich colonists ate from gold and 
silver plates, the middle class from pewter 
the lower classes from wooden trenchers, 


- frequently the food was brought in on nothing 


but flat wooden blocks.’ Not until the Revolu- 
tion was porcelain used to any extent. Forks 
were not used at all in America until after 
the first half of the seventeenth century, Coffee 
and tea were not used in America among the 
earlier colonists. Milk was not to be found in 
winter, because no care was taken of the cat- 
tle, and the women and children drank cider, 
birch and root beer, and the like. Everything 
of corn came from the Indians—the planting 
in hills, the putting of a fish in each hill fora 
fertilizer, the cooking of it. The words suc- 
cotash, pone, and hominy areall Indian words, 
The ‘ hoe-cake’ was baked by the Indians on 
hot rocks, by the colonist on a hot hoe, hence 
its name. Everything was highly flavored.” 


ACROSS ALASKA BY DOG SLEDS, 


The Experiences of Charles Hamilton in 
an 1,800-Mile Journey in the North, 


Few men have had more practical experi. 
ence in Alaska than Mr. Charles H. Hamilton 
of the North American Transportation and 
Trading Company, says the Washington Post, 
Though a young man, apparenily not more 
than 20, Mr. Hamilton can boast of having 
made an 1,800 mile journey in Alaska, most 
of the way on showshoes i with dog sleds, 
accompanied only by four Indians. 

The company he represents is engaged in 
extensive trading operations in this far north 
territory, and has established numerous trad- 
ing posts along the Yukon River. This river, 
though eon a a mountainous re- 
gion, is navigable for a distance of nearly 
2.000 miles, and at the present time the com- 
pany’s vessel, the P. B. Weare, a craft of 500 
tons burden, is laid up for the winter at a 
point 1.800 miles up the Yukon. 

Mr. Hamilton has with him a handful of 
Alaskan gold nuggets, assayed at between 
$16.50 and $17 to the ounce, taken out near 
the line of the British possessions. 
are six creeks or guiches now being worked 
in that district, and during the ninety days 
last year when mining operations could be 
conducted about $250,000 worth of gold- 
dust was taken out. The. year before it only 
amounted to $65,000. The opinion of old 
and experienced miners now in Alaska is thas 
the outlook for gold there is far ahead of 
what it ever was in California, though no 
prospecting for quartz has been done yet. 

During the coming mining season it is ex- 
pected that in the neighborhood of half a 
million dollars’ worth of gold will be pro. 
duced, as Miller Creek, the bonanza cree of 
the district, is in complete working order. 
There are thirty-one claims on this creek, al- 
most all of which will be opened this year. 

There is great need for the establishment of 
some sort of Territorial government the 
appointment of customs officers and Marshals, 
with sufficient military force to sustain their 
authority. 

Mr. Hamilton will start for Fort Cudahy, 
his company’s headquarters, in July of this 
year and expects to reach his destination 
about the middie of September, as arrange- 
ments are all perfected and a boat will 
waiting to take him up the Yukon. On his 
former trip the start was made too late and 
he had to await the building of his boat, only 
to be frozen in 600 miles up the river.

TERRIBLE FIGHT AT ENGLEWOOD 
WITH HATOHET AND KNIFE. 


William Haddox, a Negro, Unable to Pay 
$1 on a Watch Which He Refused to 
Return, Assaults William Ellington with 
a Hatchet and Is Stabbed to the Heart= 
Eliington’s Head Is Then Split Open by 
the First Weapon and Probably Wil! 


Die=Four Men Placed Under Arrést. 
William Hadgox was stabbed and alinost 
instantly killed yesterday by William Elling- 
ton,who in turn received a blow from a hatchet 
thrown, some say by Haddox and others say 
by a friend of the latter, which will almost cer- 
tainly cause death within a short time, The 
tragedy was at 11 o’clock yesterday Morning 
in the flat occupied by Haddox and his wife 
on Sixty-second street, near Elizabeth, in the 
center of a negro colony. The murder for a— 
time caused intense excitement and there 
were threats of further bloodshed. 

Haddox was a negro, 23 years old, and a 
plasterer. Ellington is a white man, 24 
years old, anda Kentuckian. He js in the 
employ of Keller Bros. & Co., dealers in jew- 
elry, No. 755 West Sixty-third 
company doesa “cash on time” business, 
and it was the failure of Haddox to meet his 
payments that led to the tragedy. 
Ellington some time ago sold a watch to 
Haddox, the payment for which was to be in 
monthly installments. Hatidox, however, of 
late had had some difficulty in securing em- 
ployment and consequently fell behind 
in his payments. Ellington met 
Haddox one i day last week and 
Haddox promised to go to Keiler Bros.’ Fri- 
day and either pay up or return the watch. 
He failed to keep his appointment and Elling- 
ton, in company with W. S. Drew, a col- 
lector for Keller Bros., and with whom ELl- 
ington boards at No. 814 Maple street, went 
to Haddox’s house yesterday morning. 
Haddox Unable to Pay. 
Eltington and Drew passed through from 
the front of the house to the middie room 
where Haddox was seated with several com- 
panivns, George Jackson, -L. R. Benjamin, 
and John Bell, all of whom withdrew to the 
front room when the two men entered, Ell- 
ington demanded $1. -Haddox replied that 
he had no money. Then a asked for 
the watch.

POLICE CAPTURE FRANK STEADMAN, 
He Is Said to Be the Leader of a Success- 
ful Gang of Burglars. 

Frank Steadman, said to be the} leader of 
the most successful gang of burglars that ever 
infested Cook County, is in custody. The 
night of Feb. 10, the police say, they located 
Steadman and his pals at his house in Edison 
Park. James Kelly, William Turner, Mag- 
gie Turner, and Mrs. Steadmun were arrest- 
ed, but Steadman escaped and the police have 
since been unable to find him. Sev- 
eral days ago Lieut. O'Connor discovered 
him at Redmond Bros.’ Itvery barn, Twelfth 
street and Ashland boulevard, Early yester- 
day morning, accompanied by Officer Mulla- 
ney, Lieut. O’Connor entered the - barn, first 
taking the precaution to leavea detail of six 
officers on the outside. Steadman was found 
in bed and attempted to reach a revolver 
under his pillow vefore he sawhe was cov- 
ered, While being taken to the Irving Park 
Station he threw away a gold watch and chain, 
which was recovered, but is as yet unidenti- 
fied. The re are thirty-six cases of burglary 
against the gang of which Steadman, it is 
said, was the leader. For more thana year 
this gang operated in Irving Park, Jefferson 
Park, Arlington Heights, Oak Glen, 
Roselle, Dunning, and towns in 
the Northwestern part of the county. 
Steadman will be turned over to the Bureau 
of Identification today and then taken to jail. 
He is 31 years of age, six feet in height, and 
weighs 180 pounds. He came to Chicago 
from St. Joseph, Mo., where he married a 
Mrs. McEwen. Heis now suffering from a 
gunshot wound in the back, inflicted about a 
month ago, but under what circumstances he 
refuses to say. Little is known of his history 
except that he is said to be a “* bad one”’ and 
that this is not his first arrest. James Kelly 
and William Turner, who were arrested Feb. 
10, when Steadman escaped. by jumping from 
a window, were sentenced to seven years’ im- 
prisonmeut ip Judge Dunne’s court. Maggie 
Turner and Mrs. Steadman were sent up for 
two years each. In the house after the arrest 
stolen goods to the value of $3,000 were 
found. Turner and his sister were born in 
Chicago and have lived on Austin avenue on 
the West Side.

Death has stepped into our midst and bas led 
away a hero from the ranks of brave fighters, a 
leader in battle, not only in the battles of the war 
for the union of our country and the emancipa- 
tion of the slave, but even more soin the spir- 
itual battles for liberty, justice, and progress. 
Gen. Matthew Mark Trumbull was born in Lon- 
don, England, 1826, and came to America in his 
outh, where he began his career as a day la- 
rer, working with a pickax. shovel, and wheel- 
barrow. He then taught school and studied Jaw. 
e served as a soldier in the Mexican andin the 
Civil War, and, rising in rank, was finally made 
Brigadier General for bravery on the battlefield. 
Under Gen. Grant he held the office of Collector 
of Interual Revenue and devoted the rest of his 
life to literary work. He died in the 69th yearof bis 
active life after a wearisome and in the end most 
painful illness, which he bore with remarkablo 
endurance and patience, His death is a sacrifice 
upon the altar of patriotism, for the cause of 
his troubles came in consequence of a severe 
wound received in the Battle of Shiloh. 

Gen. Trumbull was strong in his convictions, but 
he was not. a fanatic partisan. His allégiance 
was always to the broad cause of humanity. He 
was an enthusiastic Repubiican, because the Re- 
publican party freed the slave. N 
was a free-trader because) he regarded the pro- 
tective tariff as a restriction and a_ self-imposed 
shackle that prevents our people from display- 
ing their full energy ‘in the competition with 
other nations. He was.a friend ofthe laborer 
because the laborer is a toiler. and he knew from 
experience what toil means. 

en. Trumbull has often been misunderstood 
and misrepresented, but noth could aiter the 
disposition of his heart or make him swerve from 
the course of what he was ready to defend asthe 
cause of justice. Because heeworked for the im- 
provement of the conditions of the laboring 
classes he was branded as a demag ® and 
sower of discontent. How little of this is true 
these know who have read his writings. The 
sprit of his books is well characterized in these 
ines : 

“Coming out of the labor struggles of my 
childhood, youtb, and early manhood covered all 
over with bruises and scars and with some wounds 
that will never be healed, cither in this world 
or the world to come, | may have written some 
words in bitterness, but | do not wish to antag- 
onize classes nor te excite animosity and revenge. 
I desire to harmonize all the orders of society on 
the broad platform of mutual charity and jus- 
tice. had no other object. in writing these 
essays.” 

Because Gem Trumbull objected to creeds and 
dogmas he has been called an infidel and an 
atheist. Certainly he was ready to take the 
odium of these names upon him, and it is true 
that he did not believe in a Gud who would be 
pleased with the flattery of his worshipers, or 
alter the order of nature as a special favor to 
supplicants; but he did believe in the God of 
righteousness, charity, and love. His religious 
denomination was a faith in the religion the 
future. He saw in the Parliament of Religions, 
to nse his own words, “the dawn of a new re; 
ligious era, containing less myth and more trut#, 
less exget and more deed, less dogma and more 
proof. 

Itcan truly be said of Gen. Trumbull! that he 
remained a youth so long as he lived—youthful 
in his enthusiasm for the ideals of humanity, 
youthful in the spirit*with which he wielded his 
pen always sprightly, always buoyant, always 

risk and quick in his thrusts and repartees. But 
back of the sarcasm of his caustic pen there was 
always the d heart of his sympathetic nature 
and the unshaken confidence in the final victory 
of truth and justice. 

The loss of our departed friend is irreparable 
to his family, to his widowed wife, who was the 
faithful companion and indispensable helpmate 
of his life; to his daughters, bis sons, and his 

ranudchildren. His loss is irreparable to his 

riends, who loved him for the kindness of his 
heart and the brilliancy of his genius. He was 
my most valuable and intimate coworker, always 
ready to aid me with his a or his advice when- 
ever I needed it. The worth of the man shows the 
reatness of our loss, and we stand 
ere, as -mourners complaining of the 
curtailment of his usefulness to man- 
kind| and bewailing our own bereavement. 
Let ns not forget in our grief that death is not a 
dissalution into nothingness; the discontin- 
uance of life is all that we have a right to mur- 
mur against, for the soul abideth and’ cannot be 
annibilated. Man’s real being is his soul and 
not the dust of which his body consists. We 
bury the body and not the soul, and the soul of 
our beloved departed friend is wherever 
his thoughts and sentiments have taken root. 
Asastone that is built into a building joses 
nothing of its own being, so the souls of our an- 
cestors are preserved in their entirety in the liz 
ing temple of humanity. forming the foundation 
ofanobler future. We are’ assembled here to 
pay our last tribute to thee, my dear friend; but 
we take leave from thy body only, not from thy 
soul. We bid a last farewell to the sympathetic 
features of thy face, but not to thy love, thy spir- 
itual being, to thine own seif and innermost nat- 
ure. Thou, thyself, thy transfigured self, wilt 
remain with us to live in our hearts in an insep- 
arable communion with our souls as a living 
presence to enhance, eleyate, and sanctify our 
lives. ;

he stewards will appoint the judges, starte rs, 
handicappers, and other officers. No horse under 
4 years will be permitted to start in a steeple- 
chase, and none for a-hurdle race until Set 
1 of the year in which he is 3 years old. A pro- 
vision in the rules relating to these races allows 
a rider to remount his horse in the same field in 
which he may have been thrown or to have the 
horse brought back to him from another field, 

Horses not exceeding fifteen hands that may be 
raced must have properly issued certificates of 
height. An unpaid forfeit list will be kept atthe 
vedloter office and all persons publish in the 
list will be excluded from all places under con- 
trol of the association.
